Meeting  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Vice  Pres.  Linda  Chigas. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  last  Executive  Council  meeting.   Passed  unanimously. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  Greyhound  strike,  the  support  given  by  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO, 

and  the  fact  that  a  vote  will  be  taken  by  the  workers  on  this  on  December  19th.   If  the 

vote  is  to  go  back  to  work,  he  will  contact  those  unions  who  donated  money  to  ask  them 
what  they  would  like  done  with  this  money. 

Pres.  Osborn  spoke  about  the  following  subjects  having  to  do  with  legislation: 

-  Mass.  AFL-CIO  has  been  successful  in  getting  an  official  labor  position 
on  the  Board  of  Regents. 

-  The  new  Convention  Center  is  now  on  its  way  and  this  will  create 
countless  jobs.   Discussion  followed  on  this. 

-  Polling  Hours  Bill  went  through  now  enabling  people  to  vote 
from  7  A.M.  to  8  P.M. 

-  HRDI  -  We  have  received  great  support  from:  Congressman  Shannon, 
Speaker  O'Neill,  and  especially  Congressman  Conte  on  their  efforts  to 

prevent  cutting  the  funding  for  this  program. 

Pres.  Osborn  said  that  Director  Foley  will  elaborate  on  the  above  in  his  report. 

Pres.  Osborn  spoke  about  the  following: 

Health  Care  Committee  -  Pres.  Osborn  read  the  names  of  the  people  on 
the  Committee.   MMS  to  approve  the  appointment  of  the  members  of  this 
Committee  as  recommended  by  the  President.   Passed  unanimously. 
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Plant  Closings  -  Pres.  Osborn  said  we  are  now  utilizing  the  services  of 
Legislative  Director  Marty  Foley  in  this  area.   Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  will  update  the 
Council  on  this  in  his  report  following. 

Workers  Compensation  -  This  is  a  real  battle  and  Pres.  Osborn  thanked  all  who 
assisted  (Ed  Burke,  Jim  Farmer  of  the  Workers  Comp.  Committee),  Bill  Irvin  and  Jim 
Loughlin  and  others  who  showed  up  in  Worcester  for  the  last  public  hearing. 
Congratulated  all  who  testified .   Asked  support  for  the  upcoming   hearing  to  be  held  at 
Gardner  Auditorium  on  January  19th,  from  11:00  A.M.  to  7:00  P.M.   There  will  be  much 
coverage  by  the  media  and  Pres.  Osborn  urged  good  attendance  at  this. 

Sec.  Treas.  Emeritus  Loughlin  asked  to  be  recognized.   Thanked  all  who  helped  the  cause 
of  the  injured  worker.   Outlined  the  difficulties  thus  far  in  getting  benefits  for 
these  injured  workers  and  asked  for  continued  support. 

Vice  Pres.  Ferin  asked  to  speak  and  said  that  he  heard  a  rumor  that  the  Workers  Comp. 
Reform  bill  has  already  been  formulated  and  that  the  Legislature  will  "throw  us  a 
bone."  Asked  Pres.  Osborn  if  this  were  true. 

Pres.  Osborn  answered  that  he,  too,  heard  this  and  said  that  we  want  to  be  part  of  the 
final  bill  —  he  feels  the  rumor  is  not  true,  and  that  the  bill  will  not  be  put 
together  without  us.   President  Osborn  said  the  time  is  "now."  The  struggle  has  gone 
through  Presidents  Camilio,  Sullivan,  Cleary  and  now  himself.  All  those  Presidents 
called  for  reform  and  it  must  be  settled  now. 

Vice  Pres.  Irvin  concurred,  at  this  time,  with  Sec.-Treas.  Emeritus  Loughlin,  Pres. 
Osborn  and  Vice  Pres.  Farmer  in  thanking  all  for  their  efforts  at  the  Workers  Comp. 
hearings. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  the  Council  that  he  was  scheduled  to  go  next  week  to  Athol  to  give 
his  support  to  the  UE  in  the  Litton  Industries  situation.   The  Athol  area  is  in  deep 
trouble  if  the  company  folds. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  the  Council  that  we  have  been  asked  for  our  support  in  the 
creation  of  a  Labor  Museum  and  the  feeling  was  that  museum  should  be  located  in 
Lawrence,  Mass.   Discussion  followed  on  this. 

MMS  to  give  endorsement  of  the  Council  to  this  museum  and  its  proposed  location. 
Passed  unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  received  correspondence  from  Congressman  Donnelly 
regarding  his  concern  over  the  money  available  for  the  new  Harbor  tunnel.   He  feels 
that  if  we  do  not  take  advantage  of  the  funds  now,  it  may  be  too  late  by  the  time  we 
decide  on  the  Tunnel/Artery  plan  as  a  whole.   Pres.  Osborn  concurred  that  we  should 
take  the  project  one  step  at  a  time,  by  getting  the  funds  for  the  tunnel  and  also  push 
for  the  Artery  project. 

Vice  Pres.  Faherty  voiced  his  concern  over  the  Tunnel/Artery  project  saying  that  he 
heard  that  Tip  O'Neill  was  not  in  favor  of  it. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  O'Neill  is  flexible  on  this  subject. 
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Vice  Pres.  Ferin  asked  Pres.  Osborn  what  the  status  of  his  request  was  —  that  a 
by-pass  be  constructed  in  his  area  of  the  state.  He  explained  why  the  by-pass  was  so 
critical  to  the  entire  economy  of  the  area.   Vice  Pres.  Ferin  has  raised  this  issue  at 
a  previous  Council  meeting  to  the  Chairman  of  Transportation,  Fred  Salvucci. 

Pres.  Osborn  stated  that  he  has  not  forgotten  this  issue  that  Vice  Pres.  Ferin  and  Mele 
were  so  concerned  with,  and  that  he  (Pres.  Osborn)  had  intentions  of  asking  Sec.  of 
Labor  Eustace  to  follow  up  on  this  by  getting  a  meeting  with  the  Governor.   They  will 
try  to  get  a  commitment  from  Governor  Dukakis  on  this. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  the  Council  that  the  B.C.  Grant  project  was  underway  and  that 
Maureen  Ferris,  the  coordinator,  was  now  working  out  of  Mass.  AFL-CIO  headquarters,  and 
she  is  doing  a  great  job  thus  far.  Her  job  is  to  go  into  a  company  before  the  layoffs 
scheduled  and  talk  to  the  employees  about  their  futures  —  retraining,  etc. 

Pres.  Osborn  told  the  Council  that  plans  are  underway  for  Gompers-Murray-Meany  and  some 
excellent  workshops  are  planned.   Asked  for  new  ideas  in  this  area.   Said  that  next" 
Fall,  the  Convention  will  be  primarily  an  educational  one. 

Pres.  Osborn  wished  all  a  happy  holiday  and  reminded  the  officers  that  they  were 
invited  back  to  the  office  for  a  Christmas  Open  House. 

Before  closing  his  report,  Pres.  Osborn  praised  Governor  Michael  Dukakis  for  all  his 
efforts  on  behalf  of  Labor  and  said  that  the  Governor  has  given  the  community  a  new 
sense  of  commitment  to  the  goals  of  the  working  men  and  women  of  the  Commonwealth. 

MMS  to  accept  the  report  of  the  President.   Passed  unanimously. 

MMS  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Officers  meetings.   Passed  unanimously. 

With  regard  to  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Officers,  Pres.  Osborn  said  although  he  is 
in  approval  of  requesting  from  the  Council  an  8%  raise  for  the  staff  of  the  Mass. 
AFL-CIO,  he  wanted  to  go  on  record  as  saying  that  he  goes  along  with  it  but  wants  to 
make  sure  he  registers  his  concern  for  the  future.   Pres.  Osborn  feels  that  the  economy 
is  not  that  bright  with  plant  closings,  and  also  the  problems  with  automation  and 
technology,  which  may  result  in  a  decrease  in  union  members  —  also  mentioned  the 
ever-increasing  costs  to  run  the  Council. 

The  other  Executive  Officers  expressed  their  agreement  with  President  Osborn' s 
concerns. 

MS  to  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Officers  with  regard  to  the  raises 
for  the  full-time  Officers  and  staff.   Passed  unanimously. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER  * S  REPORT 

Financial  report  noted  . 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  the  Council  that  he  shares  the  concerns  of  President 
Osborn  with  regard  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Council.   He  said  he  does  not 
know  what  the  future  will  bring  and  he  is  concerned  about  the  future.  However,  at  this 
moment,  the  Council  is  more  solvent  financially  than  ever  in  the  history  of  this 
administration.   Balance  on  hand  is  more  than  it  ever  has  been,  at  least  since  he  has 
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been  in  office.   The  Voter  Registration/COPE  Account  is  now  $5,000  more  than  it  shows 
on  the  report  since  a  deposit  was  made  after  the  report  was  made  up.  Things  are  going 
well.   Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  said  he  will  do  all  he  can  to  see  that  it  continues. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  stated  that  last  month  the  per  capita  received  was  based  on 
179,000  members,  this  month  -  289,000.   At  the  last  meeting,  he  explained  how  some 
locals  collect  a  month  late  from  their  members  so  the  figures  sometimes  are  not  a  true 
showing.   A  closer  figure  would  be  234,000.   We  have  changed  our  reporting  procedure  to 
reflect  the  amount  received  as  we  receive  it.   In  that  way,  we  are  not  reporting  monies 
that  have  not  actually  come  in.v 

With  regard  to  Plant  Closings,  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  much  work  is  being 
done  and  meetings  held  to  prepare  to  draft  legislation.   Meeting  date  of  February  13th 
is  set  to  actually  draft  legislation  on  Plant  Closing.   The  final  piece  of  legislation 
will  be  drafted  in  March.   Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  requested  that  all  Vice  Presidents 
take  the  time  to  write  a  letter  to  the  Governor  urging  that  mandatory  pre-notif ication 
be  put  into  the  bill.   Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  he  thought  the  business  type 
people  on  the  commission,  who  were  appointed  by  the  Governor,  were  in  favor  of 
pre-notif ication  —  that  was  the  understanding.  However,  at  the  last  meeting,  when 
these  business  people  were  asked  how  much  mandatory  pre-notif ication  they  felt  was 
necessary,  they  all  said  'none.'   Although  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter's  role  is  to  remain 
neutral  in  these  discussions,  he  did  get  the  support  of  Rep.  Tim  Bassett,  who  said  this 
is  the  year  —  that  he  can  no  longer  bury  this  Plant  Closing  issue.  With  the  new  clout 
of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  on  the  hill,  we  have  a  very  good  chance  of  getting  a  good  piece  of 
legislation.   Al  Raines  of  the  Governor's  office  was  not  happy  about  this. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  related  a  discussion  which  took  place  at  this  same  Plant  Closing 
meeting  with  regard  to  the  penalties  which  should  be  imposed  on  businesses  who  do  not 
comply.   Much  discussion  followed  in  this  vein  with  some  vice  presidents  expressing 
concern  over  the  legality  of  the  penalties.   Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  he  has 
been  in  touch  with  Attorney  Bob  Manning  on  the  matter,  and  he  is  still  investigating. 
However,  should  these  fines  be  put  into  the  bill,  and  later  on,  it  is  challenged,  it 
would  take  years  to  have  it  amended.   In  the  meantime,  the  bill  would  have  to  be 
upheld  . 

If  the  Plant  Closing  bill,  as  prepared  by  the  Commission,  passes,  then  the  State  would 
send  out  a  letter  to  every  corporation  in  the  state  to  sign  on  in  volunteering  to 
comply  with  the  law  on  pre-notif ication.   If  they  refused,  they  would  pay  to  up  to  5% 
more  into  their  insolvency  fund.   This  money  would  then  be  used  to  help  the  laid -off 
workers  with  their  health  care  costs  for  one  year.   Where  this  insolvency  fund  is  under 
the  DES,  it  would  be  a  case  of  the  Attorney  General's  office  following  up  on  the 
violators. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  outlined  what  they  hope  to  put  in  the  Plant  Closing  bill,  the 
time  frame  involved  with  pre-notif ication  according  to  the  number  of  employees  in  the 
company  involved;  re-training/ job  counseling  on  the  site;  health  insurance  for  the 
workers  involved  —  all  these  things  will  be  covered.   Legislative  Director  Foley  is 
now  helping  in  this  area. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  the  Council  that  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  is  on  the  Commission  as  the 
representive  from  the  Council  and  any  action  which  he  takes  should  be  approved  by  the 
Council.   Since  the  Legislative  Department  comes  under  Pres.  Osborn's  jurisdiction,  he 
expressed  his  concern  especially  that  the  health  coverage  for  the  laid-off  workers  De

included  in  the  final  bill. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  agreed  with  Pres.  Osborn  on  this  issue  —  and  he  stated  that  each 
month  he  will  give  the  Council  an  update.   Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  requested  input  from 
the  vice  presidents. 

Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  advised  the  Council  that  it  is  his  understanding  that  workers  are 
entitled  to  keep  their  insurance  for  39  weeks  after  being  laid  off  if  the  employer  had 
been  paying  for  the  insurance.  „Vice  President  Beauregard  questioned  this  saying  in 
cases  where  a  contract  was  signed  in  another  state,  would  this  hold  true?   Sec. -Treas. 
Carpenter  will  investigate  further  and  advise. 

Vice  Pres.  Fonseca  stated  that  this  sounds  like  the  original  plant  closing  legislation 
and  he  does  not  feel  it  will  pass.   Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  stated  that  he  wants  to  be 
sure  that  a  bill  is  passed  that  can  be  enforced . 

Vice  Pres.  Heffernan  concurred  with  Vice  Pres.  Alman  in  the  area  of  actually  fining 
corporations  who  will  not  voluntarily  sign  on.   Questioned  the  legality  of  this. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  explained  how  each  corporation  at  present  pays  in  1%  of  their 
payroll  to  the  insolvency  fund  (under  DES)  across  the  State,  or  $70  per  worker.   If 
this  could  be  raised  to  3%  it  would  help  add  to  the  fund  for  the  benefit  of  the 
laid -off  workers. 

Pres.  Osborn  suggested  that  anyone  who  had  any  specific  concerns  to  contact  Sec. -Treas. 
Carpenter. 

Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  reported  on  the  workings  of  the  Education  Committee  thus  far. 
Advised  that  the  Harvard  Trade  Union  interviews  are  April  4,  1984.   The  Scholarship 
Exam  is  scheduled  for  March  7.   Correction  of  these  exams  will  be  done  by  the  Harvard 
students.   Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  gave  information  on  the  exam,  such  as  the  number  of 
questions  but  said  the  subject  of  the  essay  question  would  not  be  revealed  prior  to  the 
exam  so  that  it  would  be  fair  for  all  students. 

Vice  Pres.  Damery  expressed  concern  that  all  students  who  are  children  of  union  members 
be  notified  of  this  exam.  He  felt  that  some  students  were  left  out  because  the  schools 
did  not  wish  to  give  the  exam  and  did  not  follow  through  on  advising  the  students  about 
these  scholarships. 

Pres.  Osborn  stated  that  mailings  are  sent  out  —  to  all  the  schools  —  to  the  local 
union  affiliates  —  mentioned  in  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Labor  Leader. 

Much  discussion  followed  and  the  Council  was  advised  by  Pres.  Osborn  that  if  a  high 
school  did  not  wish  to  give  a  test,  a  student  could  go  to  another  school  who  was 
administering  the  test  on  that  day.   Any  student  wishing  to  take  the  exam  should  start 
by  going  to  his  or  her  guidance  counselor  and  expressing  a  desire  to  take  the  test. 
Thus,  the  student  will  be  put  in  the  right  direction. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  he  will  look  into  ways  to  spread  the  word  about  the  Scholarship 
Exam  —  possibly  another  mailing  to  the  membership  with  a  list  of  the  scholarships 
available. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  reported  on  the  plans  thus  far  for  the  Gompers-Murray-Meany 
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Seminar.   The  dates  are  May  23,  24,  25,  1984,  and  the  place  is  not  yet  definite.   If 
problems  can  be  resolved  between  the  Sea  Crest  Hotel  and  George  Clarke,  then  it  will  be 
held  at  the  Sea  Crest.   Otherwise,  some  possibilities  are:  Sheraton  Regal,  Hyannis 
Resort. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  discussed  the  recipients  of  both  the  Gompers-  Murray-Meany  award 
and  the  Merit  Award.   The  workshops  being  planned  were  also  discussed. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurers  report.   Passed  unanimously. 

Vice  Pres.  Corbett  thanked  Pres.  Osborn  and  the  Council  for  all  their  support  of  the 
Gr e  yhound  wo  r ke  r  s . 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Director  Foley  advised  that  the  Legislature  is  now  out  for  the  holidays.  Felt  that 
1983  was  a  successful  year  for  Labor.   Four  bills  were  signed  into  law.  The  Board  of 
Regents  bill  is  on  the  Governor's  desk  and  will  be  signed  shortly. 

The  four  bills  are:   Polling  Hours,  Right  to  Know,  Tips  for  Waiters  &  Waitresses, 
Prevailing  Wage. 

Currently,  Director  Foley  is  working  on  four  additional  bills  for  1984.  These 

are: 

VDT  Bill  now  in  Commerce  and  Labor 

Workers  Compensation-  Task  Force  working  on  this ;  should  be  favorable  to  Labor 

Plant  Closing  -  Commerce  and  Labor  again  committed  to  a  favorable  report  on  Plant 
Closing.  We  know  there  will  be  some  notification,  whether  it  is  extensive  or  not,  we 
don't  know.  :. 

Voter  Registration  -  Post  card  registration  is  not  going  to  happen.   The  bill  will 
cover  allowing  people  to  register  at  their  place  of  work.   People  who  work  in  a  city  or 
town  other  than  where  they  live,  can  register  where  they  work  and  the  information  will 
be  forward  to  their  town  Registrar. 

COPE  REPORT 

Director  Foley  advised  that  the  primary  concern  at  present  is  the  Mondale  Campaign. 
There  will  be  a  meeting  on  January  4th  at  the  Park  Plaza  Hotel,  Stanbro  room.   Two 
things  are  to  be  accomplished  at  this  meeting: 

1)  The  delegate  selection  process  will  be  explained. 

2)  Drive  will  be  set  up  to  actually  get  out  the  vote  for  Mondale^ 
and  help  Mondale  capture  Massachusetts. 

Director  Foley  said  there  will  be  a  caucus  February  5th.   We  need  to  capture  the  top 
spots.   There  will  be  23  At -Large  delegates,  and  Mondale  hopes  to  get  1/2  of  these. 

Director  Foley  explained  that  the  process  to  elect  delegates  is  not  that  easy;  there  is 
great  competition  -  You  have  to  file  with  the  State  Committee  by  January  16  if  you  are 
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going  to  be  a  delegate,  answering  who  you  will  be  a  delegate  for.   Director  Foley  urged 
attendance  at  the  January  4th  meeting. 

Pres.  Osborn  urged  attendance  at  the  January  4th  meeting  and  said  to  come  whether  or 
not  you  plan  to  be  a  delegate.    The  key  will  be  in  our  show  of  strength,  advised  Pres. 
Osborn.   We  have  to  run  phone  banks  and  we  have  to  get  the  internationals  involved  in 
these  phone  banks.   National  AFL-CIO  will  help  financially  with  these  banks. 

Vice  President  Joyce  spoke  on  the  Weatherization  Bill  and  stated  that  the  reason  for 
lack  of  success  was  not  due  to  a  lack  of  effort.   It  was  reported  out  of  Committee 
favorably.   This  bill  will  be  re-filed.   Conversations  with  Rep.  Norton  and  Chester 
Atkins  show  that  they  are  concerned.   If  we  can  sit  down  with  Executive  Office  of 
Energy  and  someone  from  Administration  and  Finance,  then  the  bill  will  probably  become 
a  reality  next  year. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Legislative  and  COPE  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

EDUCATION  REPORT 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Education  Committee  members  must 
be  approved  by  the  Council.   The  Executive  Officers  did  take  action  on  recommending  Sol 
Chaiken  for  the  Gompers-Murray-Meany  award  . 

Regarding  the  Scholarship  Program,  Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  the  data  is  being  readied 
to  go  out  in  the  mail. 

Pres.  Osborn  explained  that  the  Ad  Book  program  is  going  well  and  reminded  the  Council 
that  some  of  the  proceeds  go  toward  the  Scholarship  Program.   Urged  greater 
participation  from  the  locals.   Anyone  interested  should  contact  John  Barron  or  Jim 
Tiernan  at  the  Council  Headquarters  telephone  number. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Education  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  read  a  letter  from  the  New  England  Region,  ILGWU,  advising  that  Vice  Pres. 
Winslow  was  chosen  to  the  Director  of  Central  State  Region,  ILGWU,  which  is  a  great 
honor.   Thus,  he  will  be  resigning  from  the  Council. 

Discussion  followed  regarding  a  successor  to  Paul  Winslow. 

MMS  that  contingent  upon  receiving  the  resignation  letter  from  Paul  Winslow,  the  name 
of  Celia  Leshyk,  of  the  ILGWU,  will  be  presented  to  the  Council  as  a  replacement  for 
Paul.   Passed  unanimously. 

Vice  Pres.  Faherty  gave  a  brief  update  on  the  organizing  campaign  of  NEES   -  Mass. 
Electric.  He  is  hoping  for  a  merger  and  hopes  to  bring  all  under  the  umbrella  of  the 
Mass.
